MARGUERITE 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Slip-On 

Material— 6 balls Light Blue, 2 balls White, Sig-Knit- 
Ring Yarn. 1 pair No. 9mm. needles. 

With White cast on 40 sts. *K. 1 rib White, drop yarn 
and join Blue, K. 4 ribs*, repeat these 5 ribs until there 
are 40 ribs. Cast on 10 sts. at each end 3 times for 
Sleeves. When you have finished each color, K. 43 sts., 
drop off 14 sts. for neck, K. 43 sts. On these 43 sts. K. 
4 ribs. K. 5 ribs increasing 1 st. in each rib at neck side. 
Work other side to correspond. Join sleeves, adding 4 
sts. at center front. K. 3 ribs, decreasing 10 sts. at each 
end for sleeves. K. front to correspond with back. 

Cuffs — Hold right side of work toward you and pick up 
25 sts. at bottom of sleeve. *K. 1 rib White, K. 4 ribs 
Blue,* repeat and bind off. 

Collar — Cast on 4 sts. Increase 1 st. at beginning of 
row, until there are 11 sts. on needle. K. until large 
enough to fit around neck and decrease 1 st. each rib 
until there are 4 sts. on needle. Bind off and sew to 
sweater. Sew up side seams of sweater. Finish cuffs and 
collar with 1 row s. c. in Blue. 



FRANCIS 

Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan Yarn Hat 

Material— 3 skeins Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan. No. 6mm. 
hook. 

Chain 3; join. 1st row, s. c. in ring. 2nd row, in- 
crease every 2nd st. 3rd row, increase every 3rd st. 
4th row, increase every 4th st . Increase in this way, keep- 
ing work perfectly flat, until work measures 7V 2 in. in 
diameter. Work even until work measures 15 in. in 
diameter. 

Brim — *2 s. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. in next 4 sts.,* repeat 
until brim measures 3 in. wide. Fasten hat wire and 
work over it with s. c. Turn up and shape brim. Trim 
with velvet ribbon as illustrated. 



MARIE 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Scarf and Hat 

Material— Scarf— 4 balls Brown, 2 balls Fawn, 2 balls Blue 
Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. No. 5^ mm. needles. Plat— 1 ball 
Brown, 2 balls Blue, 2 balls Fawn Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 
No. 3mm. hook. 

Scarf- With Brown cast on 42 sts. K. 18 ribs. Join 
*?awn, *Knit 1 st.. Furl 1 st.,* repeat to end of row. K. 
next row. Join Blue, work same as last 2 rows. Repeat 
these 4 rows until there are 5 ribs of each color. With 
Brown K. 5 ribs. Repeat these last ribs 3 times (27 ribs). 
With Brown K. 18 ribs. Then reversing stripes, make other 
side to match. 

Fringe — Wind yarn (3 colors together) over 6 in. card- 
board. Knot one strand of each color in every other 
stitch. Finish sides of scarf with s. c. of both Blue and 
Fawn together. 

Hat— With Brown ch. 3; join. 8 s. c. in ring. 2nd row, 
2 s. c. in each st. 3rd row, *2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. in 
next.* repeat to end of row. 4th row, *2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 
s. c. in next 2 sts..* repeat to end of row. Increase in 
this manner, having one more st. between increases until 
work measures 7 in. in diameter. Work even, 1 row 
Fawn; 2 rows Brown; 1 row Fawn; 1 row Blue; 1 row 
Fawn; 4 rows Brown; 1 row Fawn; 1 row Blue; 1 row 
Fawn; 1 row Blue; 1 row Fawn; 3 rows Brown. This 
finishes crown. 

Brinv— Use 1 strand each Fawn and Blue. 1st row, 2 s. c. 
in 1st St., 1 s. c. in next 3 sts. Work 4 rows even. Now, 
with Brown, work in s. c. 1 row over hat wire. 

Trimming— Wind each color separately 10 times over first 
2 fingers. Stitch these three rings to hat and work Brown 
in the center. 



Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan Yarn Collar and Cuff Set 

Material — 3 skeins Black and White Sig-Knit-Ring As- 
trakhan. 1 pair No. 6mm. needles. 

Collar— Cast on 10 sts. K. 20 ribs. Cast on 15 sts. K. 
6 ribs. Next rib decrease 1 st. at outer side. K. 2 ribs. 
Next rib decrease 1 st., K. 2 ribs. Next rib decrease 1 st., 
K. 2 ribs. Next rib decrease 1 st., K. 1 rib. Next rib, de- 
crease 1 st., K. 30 ribs even. Increase 1 st. on next rib (on 
outer side). K. 1 rib. Increase 1 st., K. 2 ribs. Next 
rib increase 1 st., K. 2 ribs. Next rib increase 1 st., K. 2 
ribs. Increase 1 st. on next rib. K. 6 ribs. Bind off 15 
sts. K. 20 ribs. Bind off. 

Cuffs — Cast on 15 sts. Knit large enough to fit around 
cuff of coat. Bind off. 
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NELLA 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Tuxedo 

Material— 11 balls Black and White, 1 ball Black, 1 ball 
Jade. Sig-Knit-King Yarn. 1 pair each No. 8mm. and 
No. 5mm. needles. 

With Black and White cast on 44 sts. K. 3 ribs. K. 1 
rib Black. K. 2 ribs Jade. K. 1 rib Black. K. 2 ribs 
Black and White. K. 1 rib Black. K. 2 ribs Jade. K. 1 
Black. K. 20 Black and White. At each end of next 5 
ribs cast on 1 st. Next rib cast on 9 sts. at each end. 
Cast on 6 sts. at each end on each of next 4 ribs. K. 10 
ribs. K. 55 sts. drop off 10 sts. for neck, K. 55 sts. On 
these 55 sts. K. 4 ribs, then at neck side add 1 st. each 
rib until 6 sts. have been added. K. until there are 19 
ribs at bottom of sleeve, then cast off 6 sts. 4 times, then 
9 sts., then 1 st. 5 times. Finish front to correspond with 
back. Work other side to correspond. 

Pattern— K. 3 ribs Black and White. K. 1 rib Black. K. 

3 ribs Jade. K. 1 rib Black. 

Collar— With Black and White cast on 12 sts. K. 4 ribs. 
K. 1 rib Black. K. 3 ribs Jade. K. 1 rib Black. K. 3 ribs 
Black and White. Continue in pattern until there are 22 
blocks of Black and White, and finish with 4 ribs of Black 
and White. 

Cuffs — Cast on 10 sts. and K. in pattern until there are 

4 blocks of Black and White. 

Belt— With Black and White cast on 10 sts. and K. 50 in. 
and finish with tassel. 



THINGS YOU OUGHT 
TO KNOW 

It is very important that the correct size 
needle called for in the directions should be 
used — all needles or hooks are given in milli- 
meter gauge. 

We caution all knitters who work tightly to 
use a larger size needle, and all those who 
work loosely to use a smaller size needle, than 
the instructions call for. 



Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn is just as easy to work

OLGA 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Russian Sweater 

Material — 10 balls Green Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 3 skeins 
Green and White Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan. 1 pair No. 
8mm. needles. 

With Ring yarn cast on 44 sts. K. 33 ribs. At each end 
of next 5 ribs add 1 st. Next row, add sts. at each 
end. On next 4 ribs add 6 sts. each end. K. until you 
have 10 ribs at end of sleeve. There are now J 20 sts. on 
needle. K. 55 sis., bird off 10 sts. for neck, K. 55 sts. 
On these 55 sts. K. 4 ribs, then at neck side add 2 sts. on 
each of next 4 ribs. K. until there are 19 ribs at end of 
sleeve, then bind off 6 sts. 4 times — then 9 sts. — then 1 st. 
5 times. K. 33 ribs, and bind off. This completes the 
left side of sweater. On the other 55 sts. K. 4 ribs, then 
at neck side add 2 sts. on each of next 3 ribs. On the 
next rib add 4 sts. Continue to K. on these sts. as for left 
front. 

Cuffs — With Green and White Astrakhan cast on 9 sts. 
and K. 19 ribs. Sew to end of sleeve. 

Collar — With Green and White Astrakhan cast on 17 
sts. and K. 39 ribs. Sew to neck of sweater. 

Trimming-— With Green and White Astrakhan cast on 
5 sts. and make length to go around hem of sweater and 
upright front. 

Bolt — With Ring yarn cast on 8 sts. K. 50 in. and finish 
with balls of Astrakhan. 



MAZIE 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Slip-On 

3Iaterial — 7 balls Apricot Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 1 pair 
No. 9mm. needles. 

Cast on 42 sts. with double yarn. K. 6 ribs double yarn. 
Drop one thread and K. for 16 in. For sleeves, cast on 5 
sts. 4 times at each end. K. 10 ribs. K. 36 sts., drop off 
10 sts. for neck, K. 36 sts. On these 36 sts. K. 10 ribs. 
Work other side to correspond. Join at center front add- 
ing 10 sts. between sides. Decrease sleeves 5 sts. at each 
end for 4 ribs. K. front to match single section of back. 
With double yarn K 6 ribs. Bind off. Sew up swoccr. 
Turn sleeves back about 2 in. and trim neck and cuffs with 
frill as illustrated. 



MURIAL 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Baby Bonnet 

Material — 2 balls Pink and White Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 
No. 3mm. hook. 1 skein Silk. 1 Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

(For one year old size.) Make chain of 18 sts. Do not 
join. K. 1 s. c. in each st. Work back and forth for 18 
rows, to form a square. Now work around three sides of 
square, using 1 s. c. and no chains. This will cause work 
to curve at corners, and make it fit the head. Continue 
until work measures about 5 in. from edge of square. 
Now work lower edge, skipping every other st. This will 
shape cap at neck. Work 4 rows even. (If too large at 
neck skip a few sts. in 2nd row.) Brush cap. Finish edge 
with shell pattern with silk; *3 d. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. in 
next st.*, repeat all around cap. (For larger cap start 
work with 20 or 22 chains.) Trim with ribbon as illustrated.

On 6mm. needle cast on 42 sts. *K. 2 sts., P. 2 sts., ♦re- 
peat this pattern for 12 rows. Slip work on No. 9mm. 
needle and *K. 5 sts., P. 2 sts.* repeat this pattern through- 
out body of blouse. Work until blouse measures 19 in. 
from the start. Cast on 21 sts. at each end for sleeves. 
Work in pattern until sleeve measures 4 in. wide. Drop off 
14 sts. in middle for neck. On shoulder work 4 rows. 
Work other side to correspond. Join shoulders by adding 
14 sts. at center front. Work all the way across until 
sleeves measure 8 in. wide. Bind off 21 sts. at each end 
for sleeve. Work front to correspond with back. Finish 
neck with s. c. 
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DORIS 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn and Astrakhan Slip-On 

Material — 4 balls Sig-Knit -Ring Yarn or 5 balls Sig- 
Knit-Ring Indian Yarn. 'A skeins Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan. 
1 pair No. 8mm. needles. 

With Astrakhan east on 37 sts. K. 12 ribs. Join Ring 
Yarn. K. 1 row, increasing every 7th st. (making 42 sts. 
on needle*). Purl 1 row. *K. 1 row, P. 1 row*, work in 
this manner until work measures 18 in. from start. For 
sleeves cast on 10 sts. at each end. Work until sleeve 
measures Sy 2 in. wide. Drop off 8 sts. at middle for neck. 
Work 1 more in. of ring yarn, then K. 4 ribs Astrakhan. 
Join Ring yarn and work 4V 2 in. Work other sleeve to 
correspond. Join at center front by adding 10 sts. between 
sleeves. Bind off 10 sts. at each end for sleeves. Work 
front to correspond with back. When joining Astrakhan 
decrease 4 sts. on 1st row, so that there will be 40 sts. 
on needle. 

Cuffs — Pick up sts. at end of sleeves, and with Astrakhan 
K. 10 ribs. Neck. Work with Astrakhan 4 rows of s. c. 
sts. around neck of sweater. Sew up side seams. 



BERTHA 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Baby Cap 

Material— 3 balls White, 1 ball Pink, Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 

1 skein Silk. Hook No. 3mm. 

Chain 3 — join. 6 s. c. in ring. 2nd row; 2 s. c. in each 
st. 3rd row; *2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. in next 2 sts.*, 
repeat for 5 rows. 2 rows even. Next row; *2 s. c. in 1st 
st., 1 s. c. in next 4 sts.*, repeat for 3 rows. 2 rows 
even. Next row; *2 s. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. in next 5 sts.*, 
repeat for 3 rows. Work 18 rows even. This will make 
the cap bowl shape and will measure about 7 in. from 
center to edge. Work points for trimming as follows: 
Make 8 points around hat, each of 10 s. c. sts. Decrease 

2 sts. on each row until point is formed. Brush cap and 
trim points with shell pattern with silk. Trim top of hat 
with rosette made as follows : Chain 3 — join. 6 s. c. in 
ring. 2nd row; Chain 1 St., 2 d. c. in each st. 3rd row; 
2 s. c. in each st. Bind off. Sew to top of hat. Thread 
ribbon through points of hat as illustrated. Make chin 
strap of ribbon. 



JEAN 

Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan Slip-On and Hat 

Material — 8 skeins White Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan, 6 
balls White Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 1 pair No. 8mm. needles. 
1 Sig-Kiiil-lling- Wool Brush. 

With Astrakhan cast on 40 sts. K. 5 ribs. Join Sig- 
Knit-Ring Yarn. *K. 1 row. P. 1 row. K. 2 rows*, repeat 
these 4 rows throughout sweater. Work until sweater 
measures 17 in. from start. For sleeves, cast 5 sts. on at 
each end on each of next 2 ribs. Cast 10 sts. on at each 
end on each of next 2 ribs. (30 sts. for sleeves.) Work 
until sleeve measures 3 in. at bottom. K. 46 sts., drop off 
8 sts. for neck, K. 46 sts. On these 46 sts. K. 4 ribs. 
Increase 1 st. on neck' side on each of the next 6 ribs. 
Bind off 10 sts. at end of sleeve, on each of the next 2 
ribs. Work other sleeve to correspond. Join at center 
front. Bind off 5 sts. at each end on each of the next 2 
ribs. K. front to correspond with back. 

Cuffs — With Astrakhan pick up 20 sts. at end of sleeve 
and K. 5 ribs. Sew up sweater. 

Collar— With Astrakhan cast on 4 sts. K. 2 ribs. In- 
crease 1 st. at end of row, keep other side straight and 
slip first st. at straight side. K. 3 ribs. Next rib increase 
1 st. K. 4 ribs. Next rib increase 1 st. Increase as you 
work, keeping round edge curved gradually. 

If the increasing is not enough, K. 7 sts. from the out- 
side edge, turn, slip 1st st. and K. back. Stop adding sts. 
when there are 16 sts. on needle. Then increase by knitting 
part rows from outside, keeping collar flat at center back. 
When large enough decrease to correspond with other side, 
and if short side is wanted decrease more rapidly. Stitch 
to sweater, and brush one inch around edge of collar. 
Finish with large button in rose shade, made as follows: 
Chain 3 — join. 8 s. c. in ring. Work round to size desired. 
Stuff with wool and decrease. Flatten and brush. 

Brush cuffs and band around bottom of sweater. 

Hat — With Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn chain 3 — join. 8 s. c. in 
ring. 2nd row ; 2 s. c. in each st. 3rd row ; 2 s. c. in 1st 
st. 1 s. c. in next st. 4th row; 2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. 
in next 2 sts. Increase in this manner, having one more st. 
between increases, until work measures 7 in. in diameter. 
Work 4 in. even. This finishes crown. Brim — Use Astra- 
khan. 1st row; *2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. in next 4 sts.*, 
repeat for 4 rows. Work s. c. over hat wire. Work 1 more 
row even. Brush out about 1 in. around edge of brim. 
Bend wire shape required and trim with balls as illustrated. 



MARILYN 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Hat 

One bone or amber crochet hook, size 4% mm. Four balls 
Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 1 Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

Chain 3, join 1st row 6 single crochet in ring; work 
rounds without joining. 2nd row, 2 s. c. in each st. taking 
up both loops of sts. below. 3rd row, 2 s. c. into 1st st., 
1 s. c. into next, 2 s. c. in following st., 1 s. c. into next, 
repeat this to the end of row. 4th row, 2 s. c. into 1st 
st., 1 s. c. into each of next 2 sts. 2 s. c. into next st., 
repeat to end of row. 

On following and every succeeding round increase enough 
ro keep work perfectly flat. Work should be round, not 
in points ; to get this result, do not always increase in the 
same place. Stop increasing when work measures 7 inches 
in diameter. Now work without increasing until work 
measures 7% inches from center (15 inches in diameter) 
for medium sized head and about 8 inches deep for larger 
sized head. This finishes crown, which should measure

about 21 inches in circumference. The crown may look 
small, but the brushing stretches it to the proper size. 

For brim, work 4 rows, increasing in every 6th st. Now 
work 3 rows even. One row skipping every 10th st., and 
3 more rows even.

Cord and Trimming— Take 2 strands of yarn and twist 
them, then double this strand and twist it again. Tie cord 
around crown to keep head size from stretching. Make a 
pom-pom of the same cord by forming loops and sewing 
them together. Place pom-pom on brim. 



TEDDY BEAR 

Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan Leggings, Sweater and Hat 

Material— 6 skeins White Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan. 1 
pair No. 8mm. needles. Hook No. 4% mm. 

Leggings— Cast on 32 sts. *K. 2 sts., P. 2 sts.*, repeat for 
iy 2 in. Next row; *K. 1 st., yarn over needle, K. 2 sts. to- 
8 sts. ; on next 4 sts. increase 1 st. in each st. on these 8 sts. 
K. 3 ribs even, decrease 1 st. at each end until 2 sts. are on 
needle. K. other 8 sts. Now work 3 ribs across entire row. 
(18 sts. on needle.) Bind off. Make other side to correspond 
and sew together at center front and back. For draAV 
string at top of leggings, make chain of Astrakhan and 
balls of Astrakhan at ends. 

Sweater— Cast 32 sts, *K. 2 sts., P. 2 sts..* repeat for 2 
inches. K. plain 15 ribs. Cast on 20 sts. at each end for

Cuffs — Pick up sts. at end of sleeve and K. 4 ribs. Sew 
up side seams and sleeves. Turn back cuffs. 

Hat — Chain 3 sts. — join. 7 s. c. in ring. 2nd row; *2 
d. c. in each st..* repeat to end of row. 3rd row; *2 d. c. 

In- 
crease in this manner, having 1 more st. between increases 
in each row until work measures 4y 2 in. in diameter.

Cast on 22 sts. (cast on more for larger slipper and less 
for smaller). K. until large enough to fit around sole of 
slipper. Sew ends together and sew to edge of sole. With 
s. c. st. make a cuff around back and sides of slipper. 
Brush out. Willi s. c. work front of slipper to fit instep. 



DONA 

Sig-Knit-Ring Indian and Astrakhan Tuxedo 

Material — 12 balls Sig-Knit-Ring Indian Yarn. 4 skeins 
Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan. 1 pair No. 8mm. needles. 

With Indian yarn cast on 42 sts. K. for 22 in. Sleeves; 
cast on 10 sts. at each end on each of the next 2 ribs. 
Cast on 5 sts. at each end on each of the next 2 ribs, 
making 30 sts. in all for sleeves. K. 10 ribs. K. 46 sts. ; 
drop off 10 sts. for neck. K. 46 sts. On these 46 sts. 
K. 4 ribs. Increase 1 st. on neck side on each of the next 
10 ribs. Bind off 5 sts. at end of sleeve on each of the 
next 2 ribs. Bind off 10 sts. at sleeve end on each of the 
next 2 ribs, making 30 sts. in all for sleeve. Knit front 
to correspond with back. Pick up the other 46 sts. and 
K. to correspond with other side. 

Cuffs — Pick up sts. at end of sleeve and with Astrakhan 
K. 8 ribs. Sew up side seams and sleeves. Turn back 
cuffs. 

Collar — With Astrakhan cast on 17 sts. and K. until long 
enough to fit around sweater. Bind of.' and sew to sweater. 

Belt — With Astrakhan cast on 8 sts. K. 8 ribs. Join ring 
yarn and K. to desired length, finishing with 8 ribs of 
Astrakhan. 

Tabs tor Belt— With ring yarn cast on 4 sts. K. 10 ribs. 
Bind off. Make 2 of these and sew to side seams of sweater 
in position for belt. 



BESSIE 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Child's Hat 

Material -3 balls Brown Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. Hook No. 
5M> mm. 1 Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. in next st.*, repeat until work 
measures 3% inches in diameter. 1 row even. *2 s. c. in 
1st st., 1 s. c. in next 2 sts.*, repeat until work measures 
6% in. in diameter. Next row, skip every 3rd st. Work 
even for 4 in. or the desired depth of crown. Brim — 1st 
row; 2 s. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. in next st. Work 1 in. 
even. Next row; 4 s. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. in next 3 sts. 
Work even to desired height of brim. On last row work 
over hat wire leaving ends extending. Put on hat and 
bend to required shape. Fasten wire and work over in

brim in eight decided sections.

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Sweater 

Material — Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn, 7 balls. 1 pair No. 9mm. 
needles. 

Size 34 — For each size larger, cast on three extra sts. 

Body — With yarn cast on 41 sts., for lower edge of back, 
and knit 6 ribs (12 rows). 

Pattern — 1st row — K. 2, yarn over the needle, K. 2 to- 
gether — K. 1, yarn over the needle, K. 2 together (repeat 
K. 1, yarn over the needle, K. 2 together) to end of row. 
Repeat this until back measures 19 inches, then cast on 
12 sts. at each end for sleeves. Be careful to retain the 
pattern. For sleeves, K. 6 sts. plain, then K. pattern 
for 53 sts., then K. 6 sts. plain — this finishes row. Work 
until sleeve measures 5% inches, K. 37 sts. (retaining pat- 
tern), bind off 11 sts. for neck, on these remaining 37 sts. 
K. 12 ribs, then bind off 12 sts. for sleeve, break off yarn 
and start other sleeve- — begin at neck, K. until sleeve 
measures X>y 2 inches, bind off 12 sts. for sleeve, work 
across, then cast on 11 sts., for front, pick up sts. left 
from other sleeve, work front to correspond with back. 

Collar— Cast on 20 sts., K. 2 ribs, bind off one st. at 
each end, for 6 ribs. Make 3 other pieces similar ro this 
and sew together. Attach to sweater. 

Belt — Cast on 5 sts., knit until belt is desired length, binul 
$ff — draw through sweater. 
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WANDA 

Sig-Knit-Ring Indian Yarn Slip-On 

Material — 8 balls Sig-Knit-Ring Indian Yarn. 1 pair No. 
8mm. and No. 5mm. needles. I Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

Cast on 42 sts. K. 19 in. For sleeves, cast on 10 stc. 
at each end on each of the next 2 ribs. Cast on 5 sts. at 
each end on each of the next 2 ribs. K. 10 ribs. K. 47 
sts. Drop off S sis. for neck. K. 47 sts. On these 47 sts. 
K. 3 ribs. On 4th rib cast on 7 sts. at neck side. K. 
until there are 20 ribs at end of sleeve. Then bind off on 
sleeve end. 10 sts. on each of the next 2 ribs. 5 sts. on 
each of the next 2 ribs. Work other side to correspond and 
join at center front. Work front to match back. 

Collar — Cast on 4 sts. on No. 5mm. needle. Increase 1 
st. at end of each rib until there are 16 sts. Then work 
even to tit nock. Decrease until there are 4 sts. on needle. 
Sew to neck and brush out 1 inch around edge of collar. 

Cuffs — Pick up sts.. at end of sleeve on No. 5mm. needle 
and K. 10 ribs. Sew up side seams and sleeves of sweater. 
Turn back cuffs. Brush out 1 inch around edge of cuffs. 

Fasten collar with ribbon as illustrated.

Cast on 40 sts. K. 3 ribs Orchid and White; 2 ribs 
Orchid ; 1 rib Pink ; join Orchid and White. *K. 1 row, next 
row, K. 4 sts., P. 1 st.,* repeat for 5 times. K. 1 rib Pink ; 
2 ribs Orchid; 17 ribs Orchid and White. On next 5 ribs 
add 1 st. at each end of needle, then at each end add 9 
sts., then 7 sts. 3 times. There are now 110 sts. on the 
needle. K. 50 sts.. drop off 10 sts. for neck. K. 50 sts. On 
these 50 sts. K. 6 ribs, on next rib add 2 sts. on neck side. 
K. 1 rib. Now work same on other 50 sts. for other side, 
add G sts. at neck and join to other side. K. to end of 
row. On each end of needle bind off 7 st. 3 times, then 
sts. once; then 1 st. at each end of next 5 rows. Finish 
front to correspond with back. To make vertical lines in 
border use Orchid varn and a medium size crochet hook 
and work in chain-stitch over the rib made in purling. 
Sew up side seams, and work s. c. in Orchid and Pink 
around neck and sleeves. 



LOLA 

Sig-Knit-Ring Indian Yarn Hat 
Material— 4 balls Indian Yarn. Crochet hook No. 3. 1 
Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

Work tightly or over a filler made by making a chain 10 
yards long of the yarn. The hat is lighter if no filler is 
used. Chain 3— join. 1st row; 8 sts. in ring. 2nd row; 2 
sts. into each st. 3rd row; 2 sts. in 1st. st., 1 s. c. in 
next st.*, repeat to end of row. 4th row; *2 s. c. in 1st 
st., 1 s. c. in next 2 sts.*, repeat to end of row. Increase 
in this manner until work measures 7V 2 in. in diameter. 
Then work 4 in. without increasing. Brim — 1st row; *2 
s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. in next 3 sts.*, repeat to end of row. 
Work 7 rows even. Work last row over wire and brush 
hat. 

If filler is used, work same manner, and work over chain. 
When working brim, drop chain and work 1 row. Pick up 
chain and finish brim.

Child's Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Dress and Hat 

Prize Winner 

Material — 5 balls White, 8 balls Jade and White, Sig- 
Knit-Ring Yarn. 1 pair No. 9mm. needles. No. 3mm. hook. 
1 Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

Dress — With White yarn cast on 65 sts. K. 3 ribs. Join 
Jade and White, K. 15 ribs. Next row, *K. 3 sts., K. 2 
sts. together,* repeat for 3 rows, leaving about 35 sts. on 
needle. K. 8 rows. Cast on 5 sts. at each end for sleeves. 
K. 12 rows. Bind off 5 sts. in center for neck. K. 8 rows. 
Work other sleeve to correspond. Join sleeves at center 
front, adding 5 sts. between. K. 4 rows. Bind off 5 sts. 
at each end for sleeves. K. to waist line, then increase 
until you have 65 sts. on needle. K. front to correspond 
with back. 

Bands for Sleeves — Cast on 4 sts. with White. K. long 
enough to reach from end of sleeve to wrist. K. 8 of these 
stripe. Attach 4 of these to each sleeve. K. band to fit 
around wrist and sew other end of strips to it. 

Belt — With White, cast on 6 sts. K. to desired length. 

Trimming: for Front — With White, cast on 7 sts. K. to 
desired length, and attach to dress. Trim with flowers 
(same as in hat) as illustrated. 

Hat — With Jade and White, ch. 3 sts., join. 8. s. c. in 
ring. 2nd row, *2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. in next st.,* repeat 
to end of row. Repeat in this way, having 1 more st. 
between increases each row, until work measures 6 in. 
Work 3% in. even. This finishes crown. Brim — Join 
White yarn. 1st row, increase 1 st. in every 6th st. Work 
6 rows even. Work in s. c. over hat wire. Work 1 more 
row. Brush out brim and trim with flowers. 

Flowers for Hat and Dress — With White yarn, chain 8, 
work 7 s. c. on chain. Make 7 of these and fasten at 
center. Work 5 French knots in Black in center of flowers, 
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MADGE 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Cape and Hat 

Material — 13 balls Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 5 skeins Sig-Knit- 
Ring Astrakhan. 1 pair No. 5^mm, needles. Hook No. 
4V2inm. 

Cape — Starting at yoke. Cast on 45 sts. K. 1 rib. In- 
crease every 6th si:, in each rib until there are 93 sts. on 
needle. K. 3 rows even. Now increase every 6th st. again 
until there are about 150 sts. on needle. *K. 6 rows even. 
Next row, increase every 11th st.,* repeat twice. K. 24 
rows even. Next row, increase every 11th st. K. 24 rows 
even. Join Astrakhan, *K. 3 sts., K. 2 sts. together,* repeat 
across row. K. 10 rows plain. Bind off on wrong side. 
Finish fronts with s. e. of Astrakhan. 

Collar — Wbh Astrakhan east on 20 sts. K. until long 
enonffh to fit aionnd neck. Fasten with Chain length 
required and fini- h with brushed balls or tassels. 

Hat — With ring yarn chain 3 — join. 8 s. c. in ring. 2nd 
row; 2 s. e. in each st. 3rd row; *2 s. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. 
in next st.,* repeat to end of row. 4th row; *2 s. c. in 
1st st.; 1 s. e. iu next 2 sts.,* repeat to end of row. In- 
rrease in this manner, having 1 more st. between increases 
in each row, until work measures 6 in. in diameter. Now 
work even until hat fits comfortably on head. Drop yarn 
and join Astrakhan. Hold the crown towards you and 
work 5 rows. On last row skip every 5th st. Crochet 
small buttons and sew to top of hat.

Afghan — With Astrakhan, cast on 50 sis. K. for 36 inches. 
Bind off. Pick np sts. at one side at a time with double 
Pink yarn. K. 6 ribs. Bind off. Work other sides the 
same. 

Cap — With White ring yarn cast on 14 sts. and K. 3V& 
inches. Decrease 1 st. at each end of row until there are 
10 sts. on needle. Cast on 18 sts. at each end. K. plain 
for 7 inches. Join Pink and K. 4 ribs. Pick up sts. at 
bottom of cap and K. 2 ribs. Bind off. Sew up seams at 
sides of cap so that Pink forms border all around cap.

Knit 27 
inches, bind off. 

This cover requires but four hours of knitting. 

Gather the ribbon, and tack under afghan, around edges, 
and make a bow.

Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan Slip-On Wrap 

Material — 4 skeins Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan. 1 pair No. 
9mm. needles. 

Cast on 50 sts. K. 4 rows. *K. 1 row, P. 1 row,* repeat 
for about 19 inches. Place half the sts. on a stitch holder 
and continue knitting remaining half about 30 inches more. 
K. 4 rows more. Bind off. Take up remaining sts. off 
stitch holder and K. the other front. Join back and front 
about 4 inches under arm. Turn over front 1 inch wide 
from back of neck and place button on each side below 
throat. Make crocheted loop to fasten garment together.

Material. — Hook No. 6mm. 4 balls Sig-Knit-Ring Indian 
Yarn. 1 Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

Chain 3. join; 1st row, s. c. in ring; work rounds 
without joining; 2nd row. 2 s. c. in each st.. taking up 
both loops of si. below: 3rd row, *2 s. c. in 1st St., Is. c. 
in next*; repeat to end of row; 4th row. *2 s. c. in 1st 
St., 1 s. c. in each of next 2 sts.,* repeat to end of row; 
5th row, one row s. c, making 1 ch. between each st. ; 
6th row. ore row of s. c. with one ch. in between <>ach 
s. c, inserting hook under chain of preceding row (chain 
1, skip tlit- s. c. of row below and hook through small 
space formed by the ch. from between the s. c.) ; 7th row, 
same ;is preceding one.

Chain 3, join. 6 s. c. in ring. *1 s. c. in 1st st., 2 s. c. 
in next st.,* repeat for 5 rows. Work 2 rows even. *2 s. c. 
in 1st st., 1 s. c. in next 4 sts.,* repeat for 3 rows. 2 rows 
even. *2 s c. in 1st st. 1 s. c. in next 5 sts.,* repeat 3 
rows. Work 10 rows even. Work with either same or con- 
trasting color 8 more rows even. In position for ear laps 
work 10 s. c. sts. Decrease 1 st. at each end until there are 
2 sts. Work from ear lap a chain of 18 sts. Work 3 rows 
of s. c. on this chain, 1 st. in each st. This is for chin 
strap. On end of chain work button hole of ch. sts. Work 
other ear lap to correspond, not adding chin strap. Brush 
hat and edge in silk— *3 d. c, 1 t. c, in 1st St., 1 s. c. 
in next st.,* repeat all around hat. 

Trimming — Willi silk chain 3; join. 2nd row, 6 s. c. 
in ring. 3rd row, *2 d. c. in 1st st., 1 d. c. in next st.,* 
repeat to end of row. 4th row, work even in s. c. Make 
chain length required. Three of these ornaments are 
used in trimming this hat.

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Sweater 

Material— 7 balls Tan and White, 2 balls Tan, 2 balls 
White, Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 1 pair No. 8mm. needles. 

With Tan cast on 46 sts. K. 1 rib. 

Pattern — 1st row, K. 4 sts., wind yarn over needle once 
before knitting 5th st., wind yarn over needle, K. 5 sts., 
repeat to end of row (alternating wind yarn over needle, 
K. 1 st., wind yarn over needle, K. 5 sts., ending row with 
K. 5 sts). 2nd row, with W T hite K. 4 sts., slip the next 
2 sts. off needle as in purling without working them and 
dropping the yarn which is over the needle between the 
sts. (keep yarn in back of work). K. 4 sts., slip 2 sts. 
as before, repeat end of row. 3rd row, with White, K. 4 
sts., slip the 2 Tan loops on needle as in purling (keep 
yarn in front), repeat to end of row. 4th row, with 
White, s. c. 4, slip 2 (keep yarn in back), repeat. 5th 
row, K. the same as 3rd row. 6th row, with Tan, K. 
plain, slipping off the Tan loops as 2 sts. 7th row, with 
Tan, K. 1 st., wind yarn over neeile, K. 1, yarn over needle,

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neck side. W T ith Tan K. 3 sts., drop Tan and K. remaining 
46 sts. with Tan and White. On next row, with Tan and 
White, K. 46 sts., drop yarn and with Tan K. 3 sts. (when 
picking up Tan twisl around other color to prevent hole). 
Alternate these 2 rows for entire front, forming a 3 st. 
border of Tan. When there are- 20 ribs at wrist end, cast 
off 5 sts. once, then 10 sts. twice. K. 4 ribs. Increase 1 rib 
at armhole side every 3rd rib, 6 times. K. until there are 
as many ribs as in the back. K. 1 row, increasing 6 sts. 
at intervals (36 sts. on needle). K. 1 more row, cut Tan 
and White. With Tan working from border K. 1 row. 
Next row, with Tan, K. 3 sts., yarn over, K. 1 st., yarn 
over, K. 5 sts., yarn over, K. 1 St., yarn over, K. 5 sts., 
repeat ending with K. 8 sts. 3rd row, with Tan, K. 3 
sts., drop Tan, with White, K. 4 sts., slip 2 sts., K. 4 sts., 
repeat, ending with K. 3. white. Repeat pattern as in back, 
matching boxes at side seams. Work other side to cor- 
respond. 

Collar— With Tan pick up sts. around neck line (picking 
up 2 sts. in about every 4th st., making about 46 sts. on 
needle). 2nd row, K. 7 sts., yarn over, K. 1 St., yarn 
over, K. 5 sts., yarn over, repeat, ending with K. 8 sts. 
3rd row, K. 3 Tan, K. 4 sts. AVhite, slip 2 sts., K. 4 sts., 
repeat, ending with K. 3 Tan. Repeat pattern, making 4 
rows of boxes. 

Cuffs — With Tan and White, pick up sts. at end of sleeve, 
and K. 1 row, increasing at intervals so as to have 30 sts. 
in all. Repeal fancy pattern for three rows of boxes. Bind 
off loosely, so as to form bell. 

Fasten with 2 small buttons, one at neck line and 
the other 1 in above. 

ANNA 

Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan Skating Set 

Material — 16 skeins White, 3 skeins Red and White, Sig- 
Knit-Ring Astrakhan. 1 pair No. 9mm. needles. No. 6mm. 
hook. 

Cast on 50 sts. K. 4 ribs. From now on *Knit 1 row, 
Purl 1 row. When work measures 15 in. decrease 1 st. 
at each end for 3 ribs. Work even for 6 in. K. 15 sts., 
drop off 14 sts. for neck, K. 15 sts. On these 15 sts. work 
even for 2y 2 in. Increase 1 st. at each end until there are 
25 sts. on needle. Work other shoulder to correspond. 
Join at tenter front. Increase 1 st. at each end for 3 
ribs. Work front to correspond with back. 

Sleeve — Pick up 29 sts. at armhole. Work even 8 in. De- 
crease 1 st. at each end every two in. until sleeve is the 
desired length. 

Collar — Cast on 2 sts. Increase 1 st. on one end, every 
other rib, for about 12 in. Work even 11 in. Decrease 1 
st. every other rib until there are 2 sts. on needle. Bind 
off and sew to neck of sweater. 

Cuffs — Cast on 24 sts., K. 4 ribs. Bind off and sew to 
end of sleeve. Finish collar and cuffs with s. c. st. of 
Red and White Astrakhan. 

Scarf — Cast on 25 sts. K. 10 ribs White, 4 ribs Red and 
White. K. IV. yards White, 4 ribs Rod and White, 10 ribs 

Hat — C JH. •' i tin. 7 s. c. in ring. 2nd row, 2 s. c. in 
each st. o a * ,\ , *2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. in r.ext st.,* 
repeat to end of row 4th row, *2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. 
in next 2 sts..* repeat to end of row. Continue to increase 
this way. having one more st. between increases, until 
work measures $% in. in diameter. Work even until deep 
enough to fit head. Brim — Work even in d. c. 2 rows 
with Red and White Astrakhan, 2 rows White. Turn 
brim up.

PETITE 

Si^- Knit- Ring Yarn Baby Cap and Jacket 

Material — 7 balls White Sig-Knit-Ring Tarn, No. 3mm. 
hook. 

Cap 

Chain 3, join with slip st. 7 s. c, join with slip st. 
Next row, 2 s. c. in each st. (join each row with slip st.). 
4th row, *2 s. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. in next,* repeat to end 
of row. 5th row, *2 s. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. in next 2 sts.,* 
repeat to end of row. Continue increasing this way until 
there are 9 sts. between increase. Then work 11 rows even. 
Border — With wrong side of cap toward you, beginning at 
joining seam, work as follows: 1 row d. c, join with 
slip st. 2nd row, ch. 5 sts. and repeat 1st row. Break off 
yarn. 3rd row. start 10 sts. from joining seam, make row 
d. c, ending 10 sts. from seam. Picot, 3 ch. and slip st. in 
every other d. c. 

Ear Laps — Start 8 sts. from joining seam, ch. 4 sts., 
work 10 d. c, holding cap right side toward you. 2nd 
row, working d. c. st., decrease 1 st. at each end, making 8 
sts. 3rd row, decrease 1 st. at each end. 4th row, s. c. 
around entire ear lap. Make other lap to correspond. 

Jacket 

Chain 70. 1st row, 1 s. c. in each st. 2nd row, 13 s. c, then 

2 s. c. in next 8 sts (armhole), 13 s. c., increase 1 st. in 
13th st., 13 s. c, 2 s. c. in next 8 sts., 13 s. c. 3rd row, 
13 s. c, then start on armhole. Increase at beginning and 
end of armhole but not in between. For back increase 1 
st. in space each side of middle. Work 12 rows same as 
2nd row, increasing at armhole in 1st and last st. only, and 
for cen f er back every 3rd row only. This forms yoke. Start 
body with 5 ch., 1 d. c. in 13 sts., join ends of armhole 
with slip st., work d. c. across the back, increasing every 
3rd row as in yoke, join ends of other armhole with slip 
st., and work 13 d. c. in last 13 sts. Work 9 rows in this 
manner, increasing 1 st. under armhole every 3rd row. 
Make 1 row d. c. around entire jacket, increasing at cor- 
ners. 1 row of picot around entire jacket made as follows: 

3 ch. and slip st. into every other d. c. 

Sleeve — Start at joining seam, chain 5, 1 d. c. in each 
s. c, join with slip st. Work in this manner for 10 rows. 
Finish end of sleeve with picot. 



BIANCA 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn and Astrakhan Coat 

Material— 13 balls Black and White Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 
4 skeins Sig-Knit-Ring Astrakhan. 1 pair No. 4 mm. needles. 
No. 3mm. hook. (5 wooden buttons. 

Wiht Sig-Knit-Ring yarn cast on 60 sts. K. 53 ribs. 
Cast on 50 sts. at each end for sleeves. K. 17 ribs right 
across. K. 75 sts. Drop off 10 sts. for neck, K. 75 sts. 
K. 3 ribs for shoulder. Cast on 20 sts. for front of neck. 
K. 13 ribs. This makes 33 ribs for sleeve. Bind off 50 
sts. for sleeve. This leaves 45 sts. on needle. K. 53 ribs 
and bind off. This completes one side of front. Work 
other side to correspond. 

Cuff — Pick up 30 sts. at end of sleeve and with Astrakhan 
K. 10 ribs. 

Sew up coat and finish with trimming made as follows: 
Rick up 140 sts. around the bottor, k jsith As^R&kJ 
±u nos and bind off. 

Collar — Pick up around neck (one inch from the edge) 42 
sts. K. 3 ribs with Astrakhan. Next 2 ribs increase 1 
st. in every 10th st. Cast on 6 sts. at each end. Knit 
G ribs increasing every 10th st. On next rib K. 3 sts., bind 
off 2 sts. for button hole, K. 6 sts., bind off 2 sts., then 
K. to end of row. Knit 2 more ribs, casting on 2 sts. at 
each button hole. This completes the collar. 

Trim front edge with s. c. of Astrakhan and buttons 
covered as follows: Chain 3; join. 12 double treble in ring. 
Place over button and join at back. Work button loop in 
chain st. and place opposite buttons. If belt is desired, 
with Astrakhan cast on 200 sts., K. 5 ribs. Bind off. Join 
with Astrakhan button and loop. 



ANNANETTE 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Brushed Hat 

Material— Hook No. 6mm. 4 balls Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn. 

1 Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

Crown — Ch. 3; join. 1st row 6 s. c. in ring. 2nd row, 

2 s. c. in each st., taking up both loops of st. belov, . 3rd 
row, *2 s. c. in 1st st., 1 s. c. in next st.,* repeat to end of 
row. 4th row, *2 s. c. in 1st St., 1 s. c. in next 2 sts.,* re- 
peat to end of row. Continue to increase in this way, 
having one more st. between increases every row until work 
measures 7% in. in diameter. Now work without increas- 
ing until crown measures 15 in. in diameter. This finishes 
crown. 

Brim — Work 4 rows, increasing every 6th st. Work 3 
rows even. One row skipping every 11th st. 3 rows 
even. Brush crown and under part of brim, then finish 
brim with tight slip st., pulling hat into shape. Brush 
edge slightly and turn up brim. Trim with two balls made 
as follows : Follow directions for 1st 2 rows of crown. 4 
rows even. Next 2 rows skip every other st. Fill with 
yarn and sew up ball. Suspend balls from crown with 
ten ch. sts. 

TULIP 

Sig-Knit-Ring Yarn Slip-On with Brushed 
Collar and Cuffs 

Material — 6 balls Brown and White, 2 balls Brown Sig- 
Knit-Ring Yarn. 1 pair each No. 8mm. and No. 5mm. 
needles. 1 Sig-Knit-Ring Wool Brush. 

With tint cast on 42 sts., K. 6 ribs. *K. 1 rib solid, 1 rib 
tint,* repeat until you have worked 4 ribs of solid color. 
K. with tint until work measures 19 in. from the start. 
Cast on 15 sts. at each end for sleeves. K. 8 ribs. Knit 
32 sts., drop off 8 sts. for neck, K. 32 sts. On these 32 sts. 
work 12 ribs, increasing on the neck side one st. every 
other rib. Bind off 15 sts. for sleeve. Work other side to 
correspond. Join at center front. Work front to corres- 
pond with back. 

Collar — With solid, on No. 5mm. needle, eastern 13 sts. 
Knit until long enough to fit around neck. Bind^>ff and 
brush. Sew to Sweater. 

Cuff — Pick up sts. on end of sleeve on No. 5mm. needle. 
With solid K. 10 ribs. Bind off" and brush. 

Sew up sweater and finish with leather belt. 

To make this garment without brushed collar or cuffs 
edge sleeve and neck with single crochet of solid color. 
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
